REPORT FOR 1920 


to one 


Bradford is the banner country in 
Pennsylvania in the seal 
sale for 


1920, having an average 
of 11.01 
seals for each. 
Clearfield averaged 
3.76 seals per capita. 
The average 
per capita for the state 
was 3.7b 
seals. This i s ' less than four cents 
for each person, to eradicate a very 
serious plague. The local committee 
hopes to have a better 
report for 


1921, and expects to make a great 
effort towards increasing 
the pet 
capita sale. 
A greater number ol 
Health Bonds were sold during the 
last seal sale. 
Most all of the busi­ 
ness men buying a bond from de­ 
nominations of from five 
hundred dollars. 


The amount of scat sale for 1920 
at the close of the campaign was 
about S44 short with the amount ot 
1919. In the contract with the State 
{Association, if the amount of 191!) 
j was not reached, 22 1-2 per cent had 
to be paid over to the State instead 
of 20 per cent. This shortage was 
made up by the Women's Club, and 
donations from E. W. Hess,' S. C. 
Reed and Andrew Harwick. . Some 
belated seal sale reports coming in 
) brought the amount up to $1,962.61, 
a few dollars over the amount oi 
1919, which was Sl.953.50. After the 
percentage and expenses 
were de- 
dected a balance of $1,425.99 Temain- 
de for work in Clearfield county. 


One of the big items in the ex­ 
penditures for this year is the rent 
for the dispensary, which will am­ 
ount to $450. The matter of renting 
the room for the dispensary 
was> 
given a great deal of thought ano 
discussion and the Executive 
Boara 
of the Woman's Club decided to try 
it for one year. In the two months 
that the dispensary has occupied the 
new building, the number of patients 
and visits are about double the num­ 
ber for the same two months In 
1920. 


Preventative work is the great aim 
of the Association and the local com­ 
mittee believe they are doing pre­ 
ventative work in furnishing milk to 
an undernourished child. 
The com­ 
mittee is 
working 
in 
conjunction 
with the State Department of Health 
and the relief cases are usually rec­ 
ommended by' the State Tuberculosis 
doctor or nurse, Dr. Frantz and Miss 
Lingrin. 
The patients to whom the 
milk is supplied, if able, visits the 
dispensary regularly. If not able to 
go to the dispensary, they are visit­ 
ed by the nurse, Miss Lingrin. 


The 
educational 
work 
in 
the 
schools throughout 
the county Is 
carried on under the Modern Health 
Crusade, which is in charge of Mrs. 
Philip Reed, who has done excellent; 
work along that line. 


A Baby Clinic has been established
